Deja Voodoo cooks up BBQ

Playing music as badly as 
possible is still a breeze for Mon- 
treal’s pioneering sludge-abilly 
duo Deja Voodoo. 

Despite maintaining a tireless 
touring pace since 1981 — a rou- 
tine carefully juggled between 
stints of developing the group’s 
ever-expanding independent 
record company, Og Music — 
Deja Voodoo maintains it has a 
“natural dumbness” that can be 
summoned at ay time to keep 
the music as simple as possible. 

In residence tonight and 
tomorrow at the Siboney Club as 
host of the third annual Deja Voo- 
doo BBQ, a nine-act munchfest to 
showcase assorted oddities affili- 
ated with Og, singer/guitarist 
Gerard Van Herk says the secret 
is to avoid rehearsing at all costs. 

“Other bands on Og Music have 
to sort of dumb-down for the 
occasion, but honestly, we can’t 
play any better than what you see 
on stage,” Van Herk proclaims. 
over the phone from Og head- 
quarters in Montreal. 

“We jam maybe twice a year, 
and only to learn the new songs so 
we can record. I have never, ever 
Sat at home with my guitar and 
said “Well, I guess it’s time to get 
better now.’ ” 


That’s four-string guitar, of 
course. Together with Tony De- 
wald and his bare bones drum kit 
(sans cymbals), Deja Voodoo have 
taken a cue from minimalist pro- 
genitors like The Cramps and 
redefined the less-is-more con- 
cept over the course of five self- 


Big Pile Of Mud. The kitsch is the — 


thing, and with alternative clas- 
sics like “If Mashed Potatoes 
Were Security Guards,” “Cheese 
And Crackers,” “3 Men, 1 Cof- 
fin,” and “Bo Diddley’s Cat,” this 
swampy pair has pretty much in- 
spired its own alternative genre. 
“We deliberately set up our 
own limitations because it’s 
paradoxically freeing, in a way,” 
explains Van Herk. “We can go as 
far as we can within those limits 
without diffusing our, uh, crea- 
tive energy. Am I allowed to say 
that and still be in Deja Voodoo?” 


Van Herk says it’s been a weird 
but good year for Og Music, the 
label Deja Voodoo created in 
April, 1983, and single-handedly 
operates to this day. Some 30 


I got to the gig late and I had to leave early, so this 
is only‘a partial report. But the lion’s share of the 
second annual Toronto edition of the DEJA 
VOODOO BARBECUE was another smashing 
success in the spirit of the season. The chicken legs 
were delicious and plentiful and the music was 
pretty tasty too. Newly re-formed, Ray Condo 
and the Hardrock Goners played their ampheta- 
mine country twangers hotter than jalepeno, and 
the Gruesomes turned in a Tabasco-level set of 


garage-band retro-rock. Shad- 
owy Men on a Shadowy Planet, 
masters of surf-guitar tone ex- 
traordinaire, had their mus- 


tard cut by a malfunctioning amplifier, though 
they were scalding for the first half of their set. A 
splendid holiday time was had by all.

Canadian underground acts have 
been unearthed and released 
through Og, much of it through 
the popular It Came From Cana- 
da compilation series.

But we 
didn’t know where to get the in- 
gredients in Toronto, so they’ve 
worked out a barbecued chicken 
arrangment with The Garys.” 


Long-known to fans for touring 
in a ’59 Edsel, Van Herk says the 
machine was sold for scrap when 
the universal joint fell out. 


“Just like the horse in an old 
western, that Edsel always got us 
home and then died. Now we take 
Greyhound, or in Europe, we buy 
Eurail passes.”

The band’s European following 
is appropriately odd — pockets of 
popularity in Finland and 
Greece. 


“We've got two albums out in 
Finland and we've toured there 
twice, all of which was started by 
sending a record to a magazine 
there.. There’s even a Finnish 
band out now called Mjolk 
(Swedish for milk, says Van 
Herk), which is following in our 
pattern. 


“The Greece connection hap- 
pened through an all-night bowl- 
ing match in Guelph, Ont. We 
met a guy who sent a record to a 
friend in Greece. Next thing you 
know, it expands to something 
more, Our European tours are 
Finland and Greece.” 


Ultimately, says Van Herk, bal- 
ancing the band and the label re- 
quires a Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde 
mentality. 

“You gotta be Jekyll on stage, 
and Hyde off stage — too many 
bands do it backwards, but you 
have to show up places when you 
say you will, or you lose. That’s it. 

“That, and also, never release a 
doggy record. Give people their 
money’s worth, or give up.” 


Here’s Gerrard Van Herk’s guide to this year’s BBQ lineup: 


House Of Knives (Cambridge): 
“Something like Deja Voodoo, but better. 
Younger, funnier and punkier than us. Defi- 
nitely not accomplished musicians, I'm 
proud to say. They've been on Og compila- 
tions,” 

E.J. Brule (Montreal): ''A one-man 
vocal wrecking crew, | suppose. E.J. is a 
one-man band without instruments. He has 
an effects rack, but mostly, he makes 
amplified mouse noises. There's a stetho- 
scope attached to his throat that plays an 
important role.” 

The Bagg Team (Montreal): “Vegas 
garage music. They're a garage-kitsch- 
thrash band. If you ever heard The Kings- 
men songs that weren't hits, you get the 
idea. They can be a tad derivative.” 

Ray Condo & His Hard Rock 
Goners (Montreal): ‘He can get pretty 
over-the-top. Garage-hillbilly, rockabilly, 
acoustic bass, fiddle and stuff is what he's 
about. Originally from Vancouver.”

OU KNOW a band has 
style when they name 
themselves after the Flint- 
stones’ neighbors. Mon- 
treal’s Gruesomes have the 
Bedrock beat to match, a primitive 
crash-bang-pow of ’60s 
R&B/garage-punk, teen angst and 
vocal “‘owwws!”’ “‘yeahs!”’ and 

In three albums on Deja Voo- 
doo’s Og label (Tyrants of Teen 
Trash, Gruesomemania and the 
brand new Hey!), members of the 
shaggy-haired quartet have estab- 
lished themselves as Kings of the 
Canadian college radio scene, top- 
ping the campus charts and selling 
about 6,000 copies of each album 
(quite an accomplishment for a 
small Canadian independent 
label). 

Alas, most times the Gruesomes 
hit town.they play licenced venues 
— off-limits to their largely teen- 
age following. But wait! The enter- 
prising local promoter Nardwuar 
the Human Serviette has set up an 
all-ages hall gig featuring the 
Gruesomes plus five like-minded 
“ands: Calgary’s Vindicators and

“We started out as four teen- 
agers trying to emulate our heroes 
like the Stones and Beatles,” 
recalls 22 year old singer/ 
guitarist/harmonica player Bobby 
Beaton. ‘Just a real basement 
garage band pumping out three 
chord songs to our friends, hoping 
that one time we might be able to 
play in a club.”

ments, Drums Along The Gardiner. 
and Canada’s premier teen cave 
dwellers, the Gruesomes. These bands 
are the direct result of young minds 
warped by over-exposure to 60's punk 
records and Leave it to Beaver reruns. 

The style of the “three chord wonder 
hits” can come across as fresh and ap- 
pealing, but some bands on this album 
probably wish they were living through 
the sixties instead of the eighties. One 
exception to this, and probably the 
highlight of the album, is the high-en- 
ergy, bone-crunching raunch of UIC’s 
“Leave Me Alone.” UIC lets it all hang 
out on this one, putting it all on the ta- 
ble. raw and loud, the way real garage 
bands should sound. 

One of the most appealing aspects of 
this genre of music, and of this album, 
is that it deals with everyday ups and 
downs in the most positive light. There 
are songs about throwing up in a 
McDonald's, long tailed cats, getting 
rejected at the highschool dance, roast 
beef. walking bones and crankin’ with 
Elvis in the back seat of a 1966 Valiant. 

This album is a must for the garage 
band connoisseur. Don your mohair 
sweater and dark sunglasses, pull the 


garage door down and crank it!

Coinciding with the band’s for- 
mation was a minor “‘craze of 
garage ’60s punk bands” in the 
northeastern States (bands like 
the Chesterfield Kings, the Fuzz- 
tones, the Vipers and the Lyres). 
Ergo, the Gruesomes found a 
ready audience for songs like 
Bikers From Hell and Hey! (a 
rockin’ surf/trash number whose 


sole lyrics are the band screaming 
“hey!” over and over). 

“The trick to songwriting is to 
get a catchy chord progression, a 
catchy title, put them together and 
don’t worry about anything else,” 
says Beaton philosophically. “The 
Louie Louie school of songwrit- 
ing.” 

Not too surprisingly, they are 
infatuated with all manner of ’60s 


“One of the best things about 
touring across Canada is the great 
TV you can pick up,” says Beaton. 
“Batman in Toronto, Green Acres, 
Get Smart, the Munsters, Gilli- 
gan’s Island... And here in Van- 
couver? The Partridge Family! We 
don’t miss that one.” 

But lest you be misled into think- 
ing the Gruesomes are stuck in a 


time warp, let it be known they’re 
not averse to some aspects of ’80s 
culture, as well. 

“We like '60s stuff,” says the 
band’s other singer/guitarist, 23- 
year-old Gerry Alvarez. ‘‘But it 
doesn’t take over our lives, it’s 
whatever's good.” 

“That's true,” says Beaton. 
“Like, my favorite TV show is thir- 
tysomething. It’s true.”
